Each adapter isconfigured to interfacevd^ 
electronic resouree. At least one shareable spare adapteris configured to function as a 
networic interface that removably couples with die electronic resource. Control cncuitry 
is configured to initiate a substitution of the shareable spare adapter for any of the 
pluraUty of access adapters to supplantasubstituled access adapter without in^^^^^^ 

by any server in electronic communication with the electronic resource.

Claim 15 genendly ^citesamethod of providing access to acomputer resource, 
wheieinaplurality of access adapter, each interface with the computer resource. Tlie 

„«Utod comprises using a shareable spare adapter configured to function as a network 
interface thattemovably couples withthecomputer resource and supplants an mterface 

p„,videdbyafint adapterofthepWof access adapters. Theshareabl^ 

is additionaUy configured to supplantasecondinterface provided byasecond access 

adapter of the plurality of access adapters without intervention by anysenrerm^^^^^^ 

communication witii the computer resource. 

Because claim 15 includes a shareable spare adapter, as well as a substituuon 
usingashaxeablespa^ adaptor ti.at may be accompUshed without intervention by »^ 

server in electronic communication with the resource. Duso cannot properly be sa.d to 
anticipate thepresent claim features. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and 
allowance of claim 15, as well as of claims 16-28 tiiat depend therefrom.

For inst«>ce, the Office Action adrmts 
thatDusofailsto.eachtherenK»valofacorrelationtokenftomaaadapter,as^^^^^ 
c.^9and22. In rejecting clairns9.U and 22-24 under 35 U5.C.§ 103(a), the (Mf^ 
ActiontcliesonCWltoremedythisdeficiency. Conseil is directed to a method for 

selecting a desired switching station during a telecommunications routing operatron. 
Signifxcandy.Con^dl does not teach, suggest or even n^ntion an adapter. Similartot^ 

primary tefer«.ce.Duso.Conseil is unconcerned with thooperation of adapters. Asa 

consequence, no combination of the prior art suggests or motivates a shareable spare 
adapter. Reconsiderationandallowanceof claims 9^11 and 22-24, are therefore 

respectfully requested.
